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Probe Underway On Poverty Program Grant 
Proposed For Legal Service To Migrants 


A plan of gigantic pro- 

portions engineered by one 
of the many  antipoverty 
programs and financed by 
the Office af Economic Op- 
portunity was uncovered 
this past week. 
The Tampa Tribune in а 
story on June 23rd reported 
the organization of Migrant 
Legal Service, Inc., at St. 
Petersburg, Fla., and the re- 
ceiving of a grant of $806,- 
099 with the announced pur 
pose af providing free legal 
services to migran* laborers 
in a fourteen county area of 
South Florida. 


This organization headed 
by a former University of 
Tampa professor who has 
often attracted controversy, 
was unique in the apparent 
speed of approval by Wash- 
ington and the lack of know- 
ledge by bar association and 
state officials of its plan- 
ning. It was said that only 


35 days elapsed from its sub, 


mission to being granted, al- 
most unheard of іп the us- 
ual red tape of Federal oper- 
ation. 

This huge give away of 
the Great Society proposes 
to create six regional offices 


in the above 14 counties 
headed by lawyers with 
staff investigators and clerks 
with salaries ranging from 
$7,000 to $20,000 annually. 
Interesting is the fact that 
the home office is listed as 
St. Petersburg which has 
no migrant laborers. 
Congressman Sam Gib- 
bons of Hillsborough Coun- 
ty one af the sponsors of the 
anti-poverty bill in Congress 
expressed surprise at the 
size of the grant and indicat- 
ed that he had not been ad- 
vised of its plan. Actually 
the grant was made to Com- 
munity Action Fund, Inc.,

Further goals were explain- 
ed by Howard L. Garrett 
an attorney & Tampa and 
listed as board chairman of 
the organization, as getting 
more migrants on the voting 
rolls. Creation of a new li- 
beral voting bloc of some 
50,000 persons from the 
ranks of migrants could re- 
sult, it was reported. 

A total staff of some 70 
persons is planned with in- 
vestigators roaming the 
agricultural areas in search 
of possible cases. The Flori- 
da Bar is strongly opposed 
to the creation of such 
groups without consultation 
and explanation. Florida has 
a Public Defender Law with 
each judicial district raving 
such an office. In addition 
the Florida Bar and local 
bar affiliates provide a le- 
gal aid office in most of the 
larger counties, 

Reports from Washing- 
ton are that two investiga- 
tors from the о ісе of econ- 
omic opportunity are on the 
scene checking this new or- 
ganization. The by-passing 
of the state and Bar associa- 
tions, the speed of the grant 
and its size has caused a 
demand to the Congression- 
al delegation from Florida 
to investigate the motives 
behind this move. Apparent- 
ly this type of activity of 
by-passing the state and its 
executive offices із becom- 
ing quite common. These 
new programs of the Fed- 
eral government directed at 
the communities and individ 
ual groups are creating a 
serious problem between 
state and Federal govern- 
ment.

Brucelosis 
Elimination 
Near For PBC 


Plans for the final stages 
of an eradication program to 
eliminate brucelosis from 
Florida cattle was explain- 
ed by Dr. Andy Clark, vet- 
erinarian and District Sup- 
ervisor for USDA Animal 
Disease Eradication Рто- 
gram in Flordia, at a meet- 
ing of the Palm Beach Coun 
ty Cattlemen's Association 
in the Mounts Building Fri- 
day night, June 20. He was 
assisted by Dr. E. C. Thorn- 
ton, Division Supervisor for 
the Florida Department of 
‘Agriculture, 

As late as 1936 some Flor 
ida dairy herds were 90 per- 
cent infected with brucelo- 
sis but with careful man- 
agement this destructive dis 
ease has been reduced to an 
incidence of less than 5 per- 
cent, а many herds аге 
entitely free of infection at 
this time. 

The next step, which is 
hoped to be reached within 
two years is, is for Palm 
Beach County to be certifi- 
ed as a Modified Brucelosis 
Free Area which will be 
done when less than one 
percent of the cattle in less 
than five percent of the 
herds are known to carry 
infection. Under this certifi- 
cation herds will be tested 
each three years until the 
area can be certified as 
Brucelosis Free. 

In order to aid in the test- 
ing program а technical 
quarantine has been placed 
on the cattle in Palm Beach 
County and the county has 
been divided into fourteen 
sub-areas. A local veterina- 
rian will do all the testing 
in each of the areas with 
Dr. Clarence Kidder and 
Dr. Howard Hill will do 
most of the taking of blood 
samples in the Glades. 

Field laboratories have 
been set up in Fort Myers 
and Clewiston for infection 
determination in a district 
composed of Lee, Collier, 
Hendry and Palm Beach 
County. Until this stage of 
the program the laboratory 
work has been done in Jack- 
sonville.

All Schools In County Accredited 


Palm Beach County's 87 
schools show a giant step in 
progress as measured by 
the yardstick of State Ac- 
reditation standards. “Every 
one of our schools is accre- 
dited,” Superintendent Ro- 
bert W. Fulton announced. 
“Only опе school, Bryant, 
was placed under warning, 
and since the report was 
made, Bryant School has 
been phased out. With Bry- 
ant School no longer exist- 
ing, we do not have even 
one school under warning.” 

The set of 1814 separate 
standards admiinstered by 
the State Department о! 
Education as a measure of 
achievement, as well as an 
incentive for progress to- 
ward improving the рго- 
gram of education for the 
students, rate each school in 
one of four classifications.

Two chores which cannot 
be avoided during hot wea- 
ther are mowing the lawn 
and shearing the hedge.
